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The  young  physician  who  earns  an  M.D.  degree  has  behind  him 
four  years  of  undergraduate  education,  and  four  years  of  medical 
study. 

But  his  education  is  far  from  complete.  More  years  of 
internship  and  residency  are  required  before  he  can  competently 
serve  the  community  as  a qualified  physician.  And  even  then 
his  education  must  continue  if  he  is  to  keep  abreast  of  the  innova- 
tions which  are  made  in  medicine  almost  daily. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  is  a great  hospital,  rich  in  tradition, 
yet  fresh  with  opportunity.  The  many  who  seek  medical  knowledge 
recognize  that  within  these  walls  an  atmosphere  of  learning  pre- 
vails, and  an  intellectual  curiosity  exists,  from  which  all  who 


participate  may  derive  benefit.  The  desire  to  learn  is  also  epitomized 
by  the  many  research  programs  which  are  continually  in  progress. 
Students,  scientists,  technicians,  physicians,  combine  their  efforts 
in  the  search  for  answers  to  many  of  today's  dread  diseases. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital,  a responsible  teaching 
and  research  institution  of  the  greater  Chicago  community,  stands 
as  a pillar  of  service,  research  and  medical  education,  a triangle 
that  is  forever  foremost  in  the  minds  of  the  more  than  2,800  persons 
within  the  hospital  who  strive  to  serve  those  in  need. 

The  delicate  balancing  of  this  triangle  focuses  all  aspects 
of  a great  medical  center  on  one  main  objective— present  and 
future  care  of  the  patient. 


EDUCATION 


Education  in  medicine  never  ceases. 

Students  and  physicians  alike  constantly  strive  to  learn  more  of  what  the 
vast  area  of  medicine  has  to  offer  today, 
and  to  look  to  what  medicine  may  be  able 
to  accomplish  in  the  years  to  come. 


The  atmosphere  of  learning  which  prevails  in  a major  teaching  and 
research  hospital  serves  to  stimulate  students  and  teachers  alike, 
contributing  extensively  to  the  excellence  of  medical  service  pro- 
vided each  patient. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital  is  the  only  private,  volun- 
tary hospital  in  Chicago’s  giant  Medical  Center  District.  Affiliated 
as  a teaching  hospital  with  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Medi- 
cine, clinical  instruction  for  third  and  fourth  year  medical  students  is 
conducted  by  the  hospital  attending  staff,  all  of  whom  hold  university 
faculty  appointments. 

One  of  the  top  graduate  medical  education  centers  of  the 
country,  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  physicians  pass  on  the 
heritage  of  excellent  medical  practice  by  imparting  their  skills  and 
knowledge.  They  teach  medical  students,  interns,  residents,  fellows, 
nurses  and  technicians.  And  the  practicing  physicians  themselves 
continue  to  study  in  postgraduate  seminars,  grand  rounds,  con- 
ferences, lectures  and  research  groups. 

Many  of  the  educational  programs  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  are  furthered  by  memorial  fellowships,  scholarships  and 
lecture  funds  established  by  private  donations.  For  example,  during 
the  1963-64  year  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  received  a gift  of  $500,000 
to  create  the  Jean  Schweppe  Armour  Chair  of  Neurology,  the  first 
endowed  chair  to  be  established  at  any  hospital  in  Chicago. 

In  addition,  the  same  department  received  a three  year 
training  grant  of  $250,000  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 
Total  support  for  the  department  of  neurology  from  private  and 
governmental  sources  amounted  to  $1,248,000.  There  is  little  ques- 
tion that  the  large  private  donation  stimulated  interest  which  aided 
in  securing  additional  support. 

Many  of  the  educational  programs  also  serve  to  supply  the 
hospital  with  personnel  after  graduation.  Out  of  the  graduating  class 
of  108  nurses,  46  remained  at  the  hospital.  The  School  of  Medical 
Technology,  the  largest  school  of  its  type  in  Chicago,  had  16  stu- 
dents this  year.  Most  of  these  will  remain  to  work  in  the  hospital 


laboratories.  In  the  School  of  X-Ray  Technology,  five  out  of  nine 
of  the  last  graduating  class  remained  at  the  hospital. 

Dental  and  pharmacy  students  from  the  University  of 
Illinois  are  also  taught  at  the  hospital. 

Several  departments  have  increased  their  teaching  activ- 
ities. In  biochemistry  13  graduate  students  are  working  for  their 
advanced  degrees.  In  obstetrics  and  gynecology  the  certifying  board 
has  approved  an  increase  in  the  residency  program  so  that  three 
residents  are  now  taught  in  each  of  the  years  of  the  three  year 
program. 

The  program  in  pediatrics  has  been  expanded  so  that 
pediatric  residents  now  spend  two  months  in  the  pediatric  cardi-  ; 
ology  section.  j 

Attempts  are  made  to  encourage  younger  people  to  enter  ! 
the  health  professions.  During  the  summer  high  school  and  college  | 
students  studied  radiation  treatment  of  tumors.  [ 

Education  of  the  public  is  also  an  important  part  of  the  [ 
hospital  task.  Classes  are  given  for  expectant  parents,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  hospital  staff  speak  on  various  medical  and  research 
subjects  at  church,  club,  and  non-scientific  groups  which  meet 
throughout  the  city  and  suburbs.  I 

The  reputation  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  as  a ' 
nationally  recognized  institution  for  graduate  medical  education  | 
was  evidenced  last  July  by  the  high  quality  of  interns  who  selected  ' 
this  hospital  for  training.  Representing  many  of  the  major  medical  ! 
schools  of  the  country,  the  quality  of  their  medical  school  grades  ! 
coupled  with  numerous  academic  honors,  are  indicative  of  the  | 
calibre  of  the  1964  internship  class.  Qualified  judges  of  such  classes 
consider  this  to  be  one  of  the  finest  ever  enrolled,  and  that  a similar 
quality  has  been  noted  in  increasing  numbers  overthe  past  few  years. 

The  quality  of  this  class,  which  comprises  the  freshman 
group  of  a total  house  staff  numbering  some  155,  will  also  be  re- 
flected in  the  care  provided  patients  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital. 


RESEARCH 


The  continual  exchange  of  information 

relative  to  progress  in  medicine  forms  the  base 

of  much  of  the  research  which  is  being  carried  on  today. 

Many  of  the  future  answers  to  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease, 
as  in  the  past,  rests  with  those  actively  engaged 
In  fundamental  and  applied  research. 


Basic  research  aimed  at  learning  more  of  the  intricacies  of  how 
theljody  works,  and  clinical  research  aimed  at  new  or  better  methods 
of  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  both  carried  out  extensively  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital.  The  vast  amount  of  research  done 
requires  a budget  of  nearly  $2,000,000.  These  funds  are  provided 
by  government  agencies,  foundations,  and  gifts  from  individuals 
interested  in  specific  research  areas. 

Determining  the  best  methods  of  using  high  pressure 
oxygen,  determining  toxicity,  tolerances  of  time  and  pressure,  and 
effects  on  various  drugs  and  body  processes,  are  now  being  studied 
in  a recently  installed  hyperbaric  oxygen  chamber. 

A laboratory  was  established  for  the  anesthesiology  depart- 
ment to  study  the  effects  on  anesthetic  agents  on  liver  function 
and  metabolism  of  other  tissues. 

Studies  are  underway  to  learn  more  about  infections 
caused  by  a salivary  gland  virus  that  often  causes  central  nervous 
damage  or  death  in  premature  infants  and  also  occurs  in  children 
and  adults. 

From  clinical  studies  done  on  a group  of  patients,  it  was 
found  that  the  tubules  of  kidneys  need  certain  amounts  of  potassium 
in  the  body  to  function  correctly  or  they  become  changed  or  dam- 
aged. Other  studies  were  done  on  ways  to  tell  whether  kidney 
damage  occurs  with  various  diseases.  Electron  microscopic  studies 
were  done  to  try  to  determine  more  about  the  problems  in  the 
kidneys  that  cause  toxemia  in  pregnant  women. 

Studies  ai;e  continuing  on  distinguishing  the  properties  of 
enzymes  given  off  by  different  influenza  viruses.  It  is  hoped  that  by 
finding  an  agent  to  neutralize  the  enzymes,  some  treatment  could 
be  found  for  the  now  uncurable  influenza  viruses. 

A new  machine  that  produces  aerosol  vapor  by  ultrasonic 
vibrations,  using  a mask  and  heat  was  developed  to  help  patients 
remove  fluid  in  their  bronchi  and  lungs. 

A new  simple  test  was  devised  for  determining  the  amount 
of  prothrombin  in  the  blood  as  a guide  to  physicians  in  judging  the 
amount  of  anticoagulant  drugs  to  give  to  patients  who  have  heart 
attacks  or  other  diseases  involving  blood  clots. 

Work  was  done  in  rabbits  on  transplanting  tissues  to  find 
different  body  cells  f.mm  donors  that  could  be  grown  in  tissue 
culture  and  then  injected  into  the  host  to  condition  him  so  that  later 
grafts  would  not  be  so  quickly  rejected. 


Howthe  body  metabolizes  magnesium  and  how  magnesium 
affects  various  diseases  is  being  studied. 

Research  projects  are  being  conducted  on  the  effects  of 
diet  and  metabolic  factors  in  obesity,  on  pulmonary  function  in 
children,  on  ways  to  increase  the  effects  of  radiation  against  cancer 
tumors,  on  using  marmoset  monkeys  to  study  cancer,  on  a new 
treatment  for  bronchopneumonia  in  children,  on  a new  tranquilizer 
for  children  and  on  electrocardiography  in  unborn  babies. 

Several  cooperative  research  programs  are  being  carried 
out  with  other  hospitals  and  universities  throughout  the  country. 
A University  Group  Diabetes  Program  met  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  ' 
Hospital  in  October.  The  program  provided  a cooperative  study  of  j 
the  degenerative  complications  of  diabetes.  In  its  fourth  year,  the  | 
project  involves  1,000  patients  at  12  university  medical  centers.  Case  i 
histories  are  evaluated  and  data  forwarded  to  the  coordinating  I 
center  at  the  University  of  Maryland.  Principal  investigators  meet  : 
twice  each  year  to  evaluate  progress  of  the  study.  i 

All  cancer  patients  coming  through  the  hospital  are  fol- j 
lowed  by  the  Cancer  Registry  Office  to  learn  results  and  survival  I 
figures.  Follow-up  inquiries  have  extended  into  four  continents  and 
have  resulted  in  response  from  more  than  90  percent  of  the  patients.  I 
Nearly  10  percent  of  the  national  material  on  pre-operative  treat- i 
ment  for  lung  cancer  has  been  contributed  by  Presbyterian-St.  I 
Luke's  Hospital.  i 

The  Chicago  Poison  Control  Center  continues  to  operate  I 
from  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

A high  number  of  autopsy  studies  were  done  to  gain  knowl- 
edge about  disease,  and  to  provide  better  methods  of  diagnosis  ' 
and  treatment.  ; 

A tissue  sectioning  laboratory  has  been  established  in  the 
hematology  section.  Special  collaborative  studies  were  initiated 
with  hematology  investigators  in  universities  and  medical  schools 
in  other. parts  of  the  country. 

Of  particular  interest  has  been  the  expansion  of  the  activi-  ; 
ties  of  the  section  of  biostatistics  and  experimental  design.  This  ^ 
section  has  participated  in  the  preparation  and  design  of  research  ' 
projects,  as  well  as  the  analysis  of  experimental  data.  Courses  in 
statistical  methods  as  well  as  mathematics  review  have  been  con-  j 
ducted.  Students  taking  the  courses  include  division  chairmen, 
scientists,  technicians,  clerks  and  administrators.  I 


PATIENT  CARE 


Prevention,  early  diagnosis,  symptomatic  treatment, 
and  rehabilitation,  are  the  cornerstones 
upon  which  patient  service  is  constructed. 


The  patient  is  all  important  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's 
Hospital.  The  programs  in  medical  education,  research  and  patient 
service  are  designed  for  one  major  goal— optimum  care  and  treat- 
ment for  the  individual  patient  now  and  in  the  future. 

This  year  nearly  27,000  patients  were  hospitalized  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  more  than  86,000  visits  were 
made  to  the  new  Health  Center  for  outpatient  treatment.  More  than 

3.000  babies  were  born  here,  and  nearly  14,000  surgical  procedures 
were  performed.  Some  14,000  patients  came  to  the  emergency  room 
and  more  than  846,000  laboratory  procedures  were  done. 

It  was  the  Health  Center's  first  full  year  since  opening  in 
September,  1963.  Doors  were  open  24  hours  a day  to  persons  of 
all  economic  levels,  and  facilities  were  available  in  38  clinics. 
The  clinic  is  being  evaluated  constantly  by  a long-term  study  of  the 
usefulness  of  various  diagnostic  procedures  so  that  new  methods 
can  be  introduced  to  improve  even  further  the  quality  of  medical 
care  in  the  Health  Center. 

In  July  the  hospital  was  chosen  for  the  creation  of  the  first 
center  in  Illinois  for  the  comprehensive  treatment  of  birth  defects. 
The  center  provides  a comprehensive  medical  program  to  cover  the 
range  of  some  600  possible  congenital  defects,  using  a team  ap- 
proach for  the  total  care  of  patients  in  one  locality.  Patients  can  be 
treated  on  both  an  inpatient  and  outpatient  basis  and  can  receive 
medical  care,  nursing  care,  physical  and  occupational  therapy,  edu- 
cational and  vocational  planning  and  all  aspects  of  rehabilitation. 

Two  new  surgical  clinics  were  started.  One  is  a hand  clinic; 
the  other  a trauma  and  orthopedic  follow-up  clinic  to  treat  patients 
with  fractures  from  the  emergency  room  and  trauma  cases  from 
the  Health  Center. 

A hyperbaric  oxygen  chamber  was  installed  for  research 
in  treatment  of  many  conditions,  including  gas  gangrene,  carbon 
monoxide  poisoning,  stroke,  shock,  and  coronary  heart  disease. 

New  clinics  were  established  in  the  pediatric  division,  in- 
cluding a screening  clinic  for  psychiatric  evaluation  of  children,  a 
neurology  screening  clinic,  a child  development  clinic  and  a pedi- 
atric chest  clinic. 

In  the  Health  Center,  a neurology  clinic  was  reactivated, 
and  jointly  staffed  clinics  in  obstetrics-endocrinology,  obstetrics- 
cardiology,  and  orthopedics-arthritis  were  established. 

In  the  section  on  cardio-respiratory  diseases,  approximately 

2.000  additional  procedures  were  performed  this  past  year,  and  over 
the  past  five  years,  an  increase  of  46%  was  noted  in  the  number 
performed.  Specifically,  this  is  an  increase  from  17,956  procedures 
in  the  1959-60  year  to  26,117  during  the  past  year. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital  continues  to  have  the  only 
in-patient  child  psychiatry  unit  in  a general  hospital  in  the  State  of 
Illinois.  Last  year,  25%  of  the  patient  population  in  psychiatry  were 
adolescents.  An  organized  team  works  with  this  group,  and  a full- 
time high  school  teacher  to  provide  accredited  training  for  hospital- 
ized patients  taught  10  different  subjects  to  25  in-patient  students. 

The  section  of  hematology  has  developed  techniques  for 
the  accurate  quantitation  of  blood  loss  in  stools  and  menstrual  flow, 
and  are  now  being  used  in  patient  diagnostic  studies  as  well  as  in 


research  efforts. 

Surgical  patient  care  was  reorganized  with  all  beds  on  the 
entire  6 East  Pavilion  floor  reserved  for  seriously  ill  surgical  patients 
requiring  intensive  care.  In  the  intensive  therapy  area,  special  equip- 
ment is  ready  for  immediate  use  for  resuscitation  of  patients,  and 
an  "alarm  button"  is  near  the  door  of  every  room  to  summon  quick 
help  from  other  nurses  and  physicians.  The  area  also  has  an  artificial 
kidney  and  equipment  to  monitor  blood  pressures,  and  various  life- 
necessary  substances  in  the  blood. 

New  techniques  are  in  use  to  improve  patient  care,  such 
as  fiber  optic  instruments  for  better  and  easier  examination  of  the 
gastrointestinal  and  urinary  systems,  and  the  ear,  nose  and  throat. 
Fiuoroscopy  machines  have  been  converted  to  allow  their  image  to 
be  viewed  in  other  rooms  by  television.  A new  atomic  absorption 
spectrophotometer  has  made  new  procedures  possible  in  the 
pathology  department. 

Several  new  laboratory  tests  were  introduced,  such  as  the 
PKU  test  routinely  done  on  all  infants  to  diagnose  the  metabolic- 
mental  retardation  disease  phenylketonuria.  New  pregnancy  tests 
give  results  within  an  hour  now  instead  of  the  24  to  48  hours 
previously  required. 

Gynecology  patients  who  have  no  infections  are  now  taken 
care  of  on  the  obstetrics  floor  in  a cooperative  program  with  the 
Chicago  Board  of  Health  aimed  at  reducing  hospital  costs  by  pro- 
viding a more  constant  bed  occupancy  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology. 

A diagnostic  index  for  Health  Center  patients  was  begun 
with  each  patient's  diagnosis  and  treatment  written  on  a summary 
sheet  and  coded  for  later  retrieval  to  gain  knowledge  about  such 
things  as  the  incidence  of  diseases. 

Admissions  (except  emergencies)  are  now  being  registered 
in  advance  by  telephone. 

In  the  delivery  and  labor  rooms  and  fathers'  waiting  room, 
air-conditioning  was  installed.  Redecorating  in  the  pediatrics 
division  has  made  the  facilities  brighter  and  more  cheerful.  A 
controlled-environment  unit  for  infants  with  an  electrostatic  filter 
and  an  air-conditioner  and  isolation  equipment  was  set  up  in  the 
pediatric  division. 

The  playroom  for  pediatric  patients  is  being  kept  open  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday  as  well  as  during  the  week. 

A national  baby  formula  service  was  started  for  the 
newborn  nursery,  thus  eliminating  the  need  for  formula  facilities 
in  the  hospital. 

New  books  were  obtained  for  the  library  so  that  over 

22,000  loans  could  be  made  this  year. 

The  Art  Cart  service  of  the  Woman's  Board  begun  last 
year,  has  been  expanded  to  300  reproductions  now  circulated  for 
patients  to  select  and  hang  in  their  rooms. 

A service  was  begun  of  having  volunteers  visit  patients 
within  24  hours  after  admission  to  personally  explain  hospital 
procedures  and  advise  them  of  hospital  services.  Some  54,000 
hours  of  service  were  given  by  volunteers  this  year,  doing  hundreds 
of  different  tasks  from  charting  temperatures  to  supervising  a 
playroom  for  children  of  patients  seeing  physicians.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIOENT  OF  THE  MEOICAL  STAFF 


This  report  concerns  medical  staff  activities  during  the  fifth  year 
of  the  physical  merger  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital.  It  is 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  overall  progress,  though  slow, 
has  been  unremitting.  Our  mission,  one  of  leadership  in  the  areas 
of  patient  care,  medical  education  and  research,  affords  a challenge 
which  encompasses  not  only  the  Medical  Center,  the  city  and  the 
state  but  the  national  scene  as  well.  The  recognition  of  these  goals 
and  the  implementation  of  steps  leading  to  their  realization  should 
engage  our  major  efforts  during  the  next  five  year  span. 

Some  measure  of  accomplishment  is  already  apparent  in 
house  staff  recruitment.  The  quality  and  number  of  intern  and  res- 
ident applications  continue  to  show  an  impressive  yearly  increment. 

In  consideration  of  the  changing  hospital  picture,  a com- 
mittee to  consider  revision  of  the  staff  bylaws  was  appointed  by 
my  predecessor;  another  committee  began  to  study  the  problems 
of  sabbatical  leaves.  Still  another  staff  committee  was  appointed 
by  the  trustees  to  advise  in  the  choice  of  a President  of  the  Hospital. 
The  eventual  selection  of  Dr.  James  A.  Campbell,  Chairman  of  the 
Division  of  Medicine,  to  fill  this  important  post  was  indeed  a tribute 
to  the  staff  of  this  institution. 

As  specified  in  the  current  bylaws,  search  committees 
were  commissioned  to  survey  those  department  chairmen  whose 


five  year  terms  in  office  were  nearing  expiration.  As  a result  of  these 
deliberations,  which  were  then  approved  by  the  staff  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  following  chairmen  were  re-appointed:  Dr. 
Fay  H.  Squire  (until  1966),  Radiology  and  Nuclear  Medicine;  Dr. 
William  F.  Hughes,  Cphthalmology;  Dr.  Stanton  A.  Friedberg, 
Ctolaryngology  and  Broncho-Esophagology;  and  Dr.  Robert  D.  Ray, 
Crthopedics. 

Acting  chairmen  of  departments  at  present,  pending  the 
outcome  of  search  committee  recommendations,  are:  Dr.  Harry 
Boysen,  Cbstetrics  and  Gynecology;  Dr.  Edwin  C.  Graf,  Urology; 
and  Dr.  John  B.  Haeberlin,  Jr.,  Dermatology. 

The  passing  of  a number  of  revered  colleagues  invokes 
many  memories  of  great  professional  skills,  valuable  contributions 
to  medicine  and  warm  personal  friendships.  The  names  of  Doctors 
Joseph  A.  Capps,  James  B.  Eyerly,  Theophil  P.  Grauer,  Theodore 
L.  Hansen,  Daniel  B.  Hayden,  Homer  S.  Parker  and  Wilber  E.  Post 
will  remain  prominent  in  the  history  of  this  hospital. 

To  contemplate  the  future  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hos- 
pital, with  all  of  its  potential  ramifications,  is  an  intriguing  pre- 
occupation. The  medical  staff  is  privileged  to  have  a role  in  this 
growth  and  development.

THE  WOMAN’S  BOARD 


The  annual  report  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's 
Hospital  reflects  again  a most  successful  year  in  all  its  projects,  but 
cannot  begin  to  portray  the  remarkable  dedication  and  determina- 
tion of  its  members  to  serve  the  hospital.  Countless  hours  are  given 
by  these  women  to  achieve  our  goals  both  in  service  and  in 
fund  raising. 

Committees  concerned  with  direct  service  to  the  hospital 
such  as  the  Art  Cart,  Gift  Shop-Tea  Room  and  the  Library  strive 
to  provide  not  only  service  but  extra  warmth  and  friendliness  for 
the  patients  and  visitors.  To  realize  these  objectives  and  to  assist 
hospital  personnel  in  other  areas  such  as  Pediatrics  and  the  Health 
Center,  Board  members  gave  8,821  hours  of  volunteer  assistance 
this  year. 

In  addition  other  members  were  hard  at  work  on  the  fund 
raising  committees.  Through  these  the  sum  of  $199,747.18  was 
transferred  to  the  hospital,  representing  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  Gift  Shop-Tea  Room,  the  Babies  Alumni  Committee,  the  Board 
Member's  Fund,  the  Contributor's  Committee  and,  through  the 
Associate  Fund,  the  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund,  Tag  Day  and  Thanks- 
giving Teas,  the  work  of  the  67  Presbyterian  and  Episcopalian 
churches  represented  on  our  Woman's  Board.  This  figure  also 
includes  the  proceeds  from  the  Spring  Supplement  published  in 


May  in  the  Chicago  Daily  News  and  the  38th  Annual  Fashion  Show 
held  in  September,  ventures  which  benefit  the  hospital  in  a twofold 
way— financially  and  in  keeping  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  name 
and  story  before  the  public.  | 

Special  projects  accomplished  with  these  funds  include  | 
the  air  conditioning  of  the  labor  rooms,  one-half  the  cost  of  the  | 
medical  library,  the  clinic  tube  and  a partial  payment  of  the$100,000 
pledged  by  the  Woman's  Board  to  renovate  the  second  floor  of  the 
Pavilion  Building.  The  remainder  was  allotted  to  various  hospital 
departments,  the  School  of  Nursing  and  general  operations. 

A special  fund  of  voluntary  contributions  honoring  Mrs. 
George  S.  Chappell,  Jr.  for  her  strong  leadership  as  President 
during  the  past  three  years  has  been  used  to  furnish  the  visitor's 
room  on  the  floor  of  the  Pavilion  Building  renovated  by  the  Woman's 
Board.  A plaque  commemorating  this  has  been  placed  there. 

On  her  behalf  and  on  mine  I would  like  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  the  trustees  and  administration  for  their  encour- 
agement and  counsel.  The  members  of  the  Woman's  Board  will 
again  strive  in  the  coming  year  to  meet  the  challenges  of  their 
commitments  and  serve  the  hospital  to  the  best  of  their  ability.

BUILDING  PROGRAM 


Through  its  programs  of  construction,  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital 
is  continually  improving  its  physical  facilities— designed  to  provide  only  the  optimum 
for  the  private  practice  of  medicine  and  the  finest  for  service  to  the  patient. 

As  a voluntary  hospital,  representative  of  our  free  enterprise  system, 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  continues  to  receive  support 
from  the  community  it  serves. 

The  existing  buildings,  and  those  under  construction  stand  as  a symbol 
of  the  confidence  members  of  the  greater  Chicago  area 
have  shown  in  this  great  hospital. 

The  building  program  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  Is  progressing  rapidly. 

Foremost  among  the  projects  now  underway  Is  the  construction  of  the  new  South  Center  building, 
located  adjacent  to  the  Jelke  Memorial  Building. 

During  the  past  year,  work  began  on  the  exterior  shell  of  four  floors  over  the  9 story  Jelke  building, 
and  extending  those  floors  west  over  the  9 story  South  Center  building. 

At  the  close  of  the  1964  fiscal  year,  the  shell  was  nearing  completion, 
and  future  plans  were  being  drawn  for  completing  interior  floors. 

The  cost  of  the  entire  structure  Includes,  $4,250,000  for  the  Jelke  Memorial  Building; 

$2,000,000  to  build  the  two  story  Health  Center  which  forms  fhe  base  of  the  center  building; 
and  $6,850,000  to  complete  the  South  Center  building  and  add  four  floors  fo  fhe  Jelke  sfrucfure. 

Of  fhe  total  $13,100,000,  only  $3,050,000  remains  to  be  raised. 

The  program  to  attract  these  funds  is  now  underway. 

Also,  during  fhe  year  consfruction  began  on  a five  story  $2,600,000  office  building  and  garage. 

The  garage  which  provides  space  for  142  automobiles  has  been  completed  and  is  in  use. 
Completion  date  for  the  office  building  is  scheduled  for  July,  1965. 

Remodeling  continues  in  older  areas  of  the  Pavilion, 

the  Senn  and  Rawson  buildings,  and  the  School  of  Nursing.
